CUE OF CHRISTIANS AT 

T0NO-K.INO. 

The MUstonx Uhlh'oliqiies publishes the 
following letter from Mgr. Puginier, Vi- 
car Apostolic 10 Eastern Tong-King:— 
"How can I over doscribo to you the hor- 
rors wo have witnessed, and which wo 
woro unable to prevent! The literati, freed 
< • from- all, restraint, excited by love ofpil- 
"""lago, and drunk -with blood, abandoned 
all restraint, and their wrath knew no 
bounds. Armed with lances, guns, and 
even cannon', they throw themselves, fol- 
lowed by numerous bands of lawless men. 
| upon tho Christian villages, none of which 
were strong ouo ugh to defend themselves. 
They killed men, women and children 
without distinction, sparing neither thoso 
who asked for pity, nor thoso who refus- 
ed to do so. A schoolmaster, seeing tho 
literati coming, took refugo in a church, 
S*f and thero, prostrate before the altar, im- 
" plored the mercy of God. Tho murder- 
era arrived. They seized him iu the 
sanctuary aud scalped him. ije still con- 
tinued to pray, and thoy at last cut off his 
head. Among them were several old 
men, women, girls, and even children, 
ireo priests, twenty missionary stud- 
its, and teu cathechists or scholars of 
Mgr. Gauthier met with the same fate. 
About 70,001) Christiansen both missions 
were totally ruined and dispersed. The 
majority were killed in the sack of tho 
9 Villages; many were orderod to apostatize, 
and-, oii refusing to do so, condemned to 
death, A groat many are still hidden 
in tho mountains, living thore on roots 
and herbs. Others havo takon refuge 
I with Fagau friends. Over 30 presbyter- 
ies, 200 churches, 300 villages, contain- 
ing 14,000 familios and 10 convents of 
Aunamito nuns, havo been pillaged and 
burnt.

'■ is over 400,000 francs, and that of tho 
;Ohristiaus exceeds 15,000,000 francs, The 
labor beforo us is immense. We havo, 
first of all, to bring the despised Christ- 
tianx back to their villages, and they arc 
... nearly .naked and without money. More- 
._ over, their houses being burnt, wo shall 
Ip to rebuild them. I estimate 
; each mission will require at least 
300,000 francs to put it to rights, and 
whore are v;n to get tho money ? Wo trust 
' in Providence, a .1 entreat the aid of God 
througli tho intercession of His latest 
martyrs."

Nanaimo Incorporation. 



From private lettors as well as from 
the complexion of the last edition of 
the "Free Press" we arc led to appre- 
hend that considerable misunderstand- 
inland no little difference of opinion 
exist amongst the people of Nanniino 
respecting the reoent movement for 
the Incorporation of that important 
community. In the paper alluded to 
we hud a card signed by six of the 
rate-payers who appended their names 
to the petition for Incorporation, stat- 
ing that they had signed it under au 
entire misapprehension, having been 
led to believe that the appeal was sim- 
ply for aid to construct roads and 
bridges; also, another card signed by 
one of tho principal merchants (Mr. 
John Hirst) and by Mr. Brunton, de- 
nouncing the manner in which the 
petition for Incorporation was gotten 
up and signatures obtained, declaring 
that those whom the matter most con- 
cerns are really opposed to present 
unconditional Incorporation, plodge- 
ing themselves to oppose it with all 
their might, and inviting Taxpayers to 
»ign a counter petition. In addition 
to these, we find tho text of the coun- 
ter petition in tho advertising columns 
of the paper, wherein it is alleged in 
the preamble that the potition for In- 
corporation is inaccurate, informal 
aha does not meet tho requirements 
c f tho Act, and, moreover, that it was 
"signed alike under misapprehension 
by non-residents, non-freeholders, 
non-householders, non-leaseholders 
and by people residing outside of , the 
limits of the proposed. Munioipduty." 
For thoso and other reasons set forth 
in the body of the document, tho peti- 
tion prays that, unless Nanaimo be 
indemnified, for -past neglect, in the 
sum of $40,000, "no Letters Patent 
Ijg issued to Incorporato Nftnaimo 
Town aud Newcastle Town." It may 
be added that we hear through private 
sources that this counter petition was 
being eagerly signed, amongst others, by 
many of thoso whose names were ap- 
pended to tho former one under' mis- 
apprehension. Such, as nearly as wo 
can make out, was the position ol 
affairs at the time the steamer left Na- 
nnimo on "Wednesday — a condition of 
tkings which every true friend of Na- 
nnimo must regret. We are amongst 
thoso who believe generally in self- 
government and in Municipul institu- 
tions as an important part of the sys- 
tem of self-government. Holding this 
belief, wo should, of course, be glad to 
see so very important, a community as 
Nanaimo in the enjoyment of thoso 
fuller advantages of self-government 
attainable under the Municipal Act. 
But, of course, as a sincere friend of 
Nanaimo and, wo trust of fair play 
and open dealing, we should regret to 
see her entrapppod, so to speak, into 
Incorporation, both on general princi- 
ples and because she would be lean likely 
satisfactorily to work out Municipal gov- 
ernment. To illustrate: The estata of Matri- 
mong is good; and there is the very 
highest authority for saying that 
it is not good for man to be alone, 
lint who would expect a matrimonial 
union to turn out well where either 
party had been entrapped into it, or 
nad even rashly and without a proper 
weighing of consequences entered 
that estate? "Marry in haste and re- 
pent at leisure" has become a pro- 
Verb, the truth of which, however, we 
sincerely trust may not bo exemplified 
an tho case of Nanaimo. We say we 
should like to see Nanaimo Incorpora- 
ted; but only upon a fair and proper 
basis, and as the result of the intelli- 
gently format! and openly expressed 
tiesire of a majority of those who have 
the best right to be heard in such mat- 
ters — those upon whom the responsi- 
bility and the taxation must necessar- 
ily fall for unless done fairly aud in a 
manner likely to attain harmonious 
notion and satisfactory results, it were 
better undone. Holding these views, 
i<nd believing, as we have always done, 
j hut Nanaimo ought to have had a 
i.ood, liberal start in Municipal life, 
■ue cannot help expressing ;i degree of 
3 egret that those of the inhabitants 
holding more, perhaps, advanced views 
«m tho subject should not have found 
convenient or thought it necessary 
lo have the question openly and pub- 
licly discussed before taking any iinal 
Keeps. It is said Lo bo a had cause 
1 hat, shrinks from such an ordeal ; and 
Vo do not think tho cause of Incor- 
poration a bad one. On the contrary, 
VTB believe that, by free arid open dis- 
cussion, much prejudice would have 
been dissipated, and tho public mind 
would have been educated and prcpar- 
i d for entering upon a now state of 
existence under much more favorable 
(tUBpioes. As it is, there is too much 
r.mson to fear that existing prejudices 
Lavo only been increased aud confirm- 
ed and that the course of municipal 
] fe in this instance can hardly ho 
i xpected to run smooth for some time 
to come. One really cannot get quite 
lid of tho feeling that thero was some- 
thing suspicious in tho extraordinary 
hurry, ouo might almost say indecent 
haste, with which the Government 
complied ^ with Jhe ' prayer _ of the 
potition 



nry lmsto when it should have led thorn 
to act with unusual caution. Well, if 
Nanaimo has, indeed, crossed tho Rubi- 
con, far be it from us to pen ono word 
calculated to fan the ltamo of discontent. 
Rather let it be the part of overy trtio 
friend to cncourngo aud ilioulcato a spir- 
it mid courso of action calculated to allay 
irritation, reconcile difference's and pro- 
mote to tho fullest possiblo extent the 
best interests of ono of tho most import- 
ant communities in tho Province.

Fire- Water. 

Recent intelligence of Indian murder* 
and acts of outhiwery coming from tho 
coast induces us to reiterate what is now 
an old talo in thoso columns, viz: urging 
upon thft Federal Government tho neoos 
sity and economy of having a revenue 
outter employed in theso waters. In nino 
cases out of ten, probably wo would be 
justified in saying in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred, fire-water is tho proxi- 
mate cause of thoso outrages. No more 
stringent law could well bo conceived 
than that recently extended to this Pro- 
vince; but, even with tho most vigorous 
administration, which wo certainly have 
not, it would scarcely bo possiblo abso- 
lutely to prevent the shipment of spirits 
in Indian canoes. We are more than ever 
convinced that tho only effectual , way to 
utterly stamp out this iniquitous Indian 
liquor trade along the seaboard is by hav- 
ing;; revenue outter constantly cruising 
on tho coast, overhauling and confiscat- 
ing all craft found engaged in tho illicit 
tnitlic, destroying their cargoes of "li- 
quid damnation," as our friends the Good 
Templars would say, and if necessary 
meting out condign punishment to those 
so employed. But a revenue vessol would 
do a great deal more than suppress this 
traffic. It would protect tho revenue 
generally, keep tho peaco along the coast, 
aud meet the general requirements of tho 
service, and would, in theso various ca- 
pacities, earn far more than tho cost of 
m untenance,bosidesin ma'iy wayseierting 
a healthy influence upon tho coast settle- 
ments. O .r Nanaimo contemporary sug- 
gests that tho war vessels should visit 
more frequently tho various tribes of 
coast Indians. That is very good ns far 
as it goes; but we aro convinced that the 
caso would not bo fully mot by such 
moans.

Mr. James Wardlo, tho Kootenay mail 
agent, arrived yesterday afternoon with 
the following information: 

Tho no wh from Kootenay is very on- 
cournging this fall. Tho party out pros- 
pecting, aided by the Government, appro- 
priation, has been very successful. The 
now creek discovered has been named 
"Quartz Creek." It empties into the Col- 
umbia River;about20() milos N. W.of Wild 
Horse Crock, and will pay from S3 to $5 
per day to the hand, ai tho lowest, for 20 
miles up tho crook, tin? nvorago depth 
to bedrock being about 4 feet. Tho dig- 
gings are very attractive to the Montana- 
ites, and it is presumed that from 1500 to 
2000 men will arrive there in tho Spring. 

A company has been formed to test tho 
doep ground on Wild Horse Greek, under 
the Superintendence of Mr. Morrow, J. 
P. The ground selected for testing is 
about 7 miles above tho town. Tho Gov- 
ernment lias granted tffioO and $500 was 
collected by subscription. If tho com- 
pany bo fortunate enough to strike dig- 
gings, you may look out for a rival of 
Cariboo. 

Provisions in Kootenay are very rea- 
sonable. Flour is selling at SO 50 to S7 
per 100 lbs,; sugar, 2o.as. ; beef, 8 to 10 cts 
on the block, and other things in propor- 
tion. Dry goods are rather high at pro- 
sent. 

The winter had come in a month ear- 
lier than usual, there being about one 
foot of snow on tho 19th of November at 
Joseph Prairie, and ou the 2Hth snow had 
fallen to the depth of two feet, with a 
hard crust of ice on the surface. Great 
fears were entertained that, unless a thaw 
should ensue, tho bulk of the cattle would 
die. 

Captain Piugston returned to Colville 
with tho steamer " 40," with a prospect- 
ing party, who liavu been prospecting 
above tile mouth of the K'jotonay River. 
They report diggings that will pay from 
to §(J per day to the hand on tho Slo- 
can River and its tributaries.

Tine Transit of Venus 

L,o.NnoN, Doc. Dh — The following; 
dispatch wits received from Prof. 
UaiidHocr, Chief Astronomer of the 
American expedition at Nagasaki: 

"Nagasaki, Deo. 10. — During our 
observations of the fcramrit of Venus to- 
day, tho weather was unusually olpody 
and unpnrnisingr, The Umo at which 
it. vraM cftlpidfttod the transit would bo- 
gfa.paaaed away without our being en- 
abled to record the oxact. moment of 
the first contact with trustworthy re- 
sults. After about a quarter of an 
hour, and before Venus roa.Qb.oti, the 
stage of her second contact, the obser- 
ver \\i tha equatorial caught a glimpse 
of the sun and planet, and was quite 
successful in taken several lnt-nsuro- 
nionts of tho planet during t lit» iuteryn] 
between tho tiyst nnd second contact. 
The tints at which the lafcUr contact 
occurred was obtained wit It success, 
and recorded. Shortly after the sec- 
ond ooulnot, farther measurements of 
distance between Venus and the sun's 
western edge were mado with Hie m'i- 
orometor. In all, thero wqv© taken 
150 micrometio meaauvamonta of line 
between cusps, resides these, Ml mi- 
cron-ettc observations were mado of 
tho passage of both edges of tho sun 
across tho meridian of the station, and 
similar views of tho right and left 
lima of Venus in crossing \\\p same 
lino. Eighteen niicroinotic surveys 
were made of the respective declina- 
tions of the sun and planet by observ- 
ing both tho upper nnd lower limbs 
while pausing tha nioridein. About, 
sixty oicellent photographs of the 
transit during tho various periods of 
tho occurrence were taken. Extreme 
good fortune attended astronomers; 
for just as Vonui departed clouds be 
gan to gother and threatened rain. 
Toward the close of November we 
were enabled to telegraph the differ- 
oncea of longitude to Vladivoatoclr, so 
that the location of the position here 
is definitely known.

A new and important railroad move- 
niont is said to ho on the tapis. It is 
understood that the management of 
the New York Central and Lake Shore 
Railroads are contemplating tho for- 
mation of a stock company, with a view 
to having exclusive freight tracks nil 
the way from Chicago to New York 
and Boston. The extra two tracks bo- 
teeu Albany and UufTalo are nearly 
complete, and the plan is to continue 
tlio extra doublo tracks from Buffalo 
to Chicago. When this is dono it will 
be possible to carry freight at vory 
much cheaper rates than it can now be 
handled on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, notwithstanding the shorter 
distance on the last mentioned Rail- 
way. It is bolieved that the freight 
can bo transported on an exclusive 
freight track at rates not very much 
above those charged on the Erie Cannl. 
Tho trains aro to bo run at tho rate of 
eight miles an hour, which is tho rato 
which gives the least wear and tear of 
track and dais. On a uniform time-table 
the freight track not being hampered 
by passenger trains or trains of un- 
equal rates of speed, an incalculably 
large amount of business can thus bo 
done. 

Under such nn arrangement it would 
be possible to run trains which 
would be less than half a mile 
apart. Now, as tho distance from 
Now York to Chicago is about ono 
thousand miles if we allow that under 
such regulations as the above thero 
would bo three trains of from '■en to 
twenty cars per mile, we should have 
the enormous aggregate, on tho two 
racks, of six thousand trains constantly 
in motion. Such a stupendous amount 
of business as this would enable tho 
companies to reduce freight charges 
to a point far bolow anything now 
thought of. Under a uniform time- 
table it would be possible to throw 
open the freight business to general 
competition nnd take private cars 
upon the line in the same wuy that 
private canal boats are taken upon our 
canals. This would give free-trade in 
facight iu its most perfect form. With 
a quadruple track it is believed that 
tho Central Railroad could defy com- 
petition and carry freight at one-third 
tho charges of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, an 1 tho immediate eiT'ectof it 
would be tli ruin of the Erie Railwav. 
The way this grand schome is to be 
carried out is as yet undetermined, but 
it is in contemplation, we are assured; 
in fact, it is forced upon the New York 
Central will cut looso from all connec- 
tions with othor trunk lines, and will 
undoubtedly force tho Pennsylvania 
Central m to * minilar arrangement, 
which would ejivo those two roads the 
practical monopoly and complete com- 
mand of tho freight business, at the 
3ftme time meeting the growing de- 
mands of tho country for cheap 
freight.
